World’s millers are now pay- 
ing a price for the top grades of 
Canadian wheat that is unusually 
high when compared with the prices 
they are offering for other sorts. 

Why should this be, when wheats 
are arriving daily from Australia, 
Argentina, Roumania, Russia, India, 
the United States and other coun- 


tries ? 


This, iasong KC igotdte, i 40 fol- 


lows: 

The wheats ‘arriving in Eurupe 
from Canada’s eompetitors are not, 
as yet, up to their usual fair quality 
Millers, therefore, find it necessary 
to use a small percentage of high 
grade ‘“Manitobas” to bring their 
flour ‘‘mix’’ up to average quality. 


But Canada has only a asmalt 
quantity of these high grades avail- 
able, hence millers are bidding keen- 
ly for them. 

Canada will 


have, I calculate, 


about 90 million bushels for export, 


less than 50 million only of our best 
grades for overseas sale, or less than 
a million bushela a week. 


How long will the high prices for 
“Manitobas” last? It depends mainly 
upon whether the quality of the 
wheats from Canada’s competitors 
improves, or whether millers find a 
way to make good flour with the 
lowest quality sorts!

business — but it is not. The fact 
that it is not an amazingly profitable 
business is a simple matter of record, 
as we havo shown in our broadcasts. 

Some of our listeners have asked 
that | say more about note circula- 
tion -—— that is, about the powers of a 
bank to issue notes. The request has 
been prompted by the utterly fantas- 
tic idea that a bank can, say, erect an 
expensive branch office building for 
nothing by issuing its own notes. A 
bank simply cannot, as has been sug- 
gested, issue a bunch of specially 
numbered bills, pay them out to con- 
tractors and others and then cancel 
them when they come back. 


Let me say to you again that no 
such thing can possibly happen, for 
the bank must give the holder face 
value for its notes when, he presents 
them. Moreover, I have shown you 
that there are very definite legal 
limits upon the amount of notes that 
a bank can issue. A bank’s notes are 
a debt owed by the bank to the person 
who holds them—a debt redeemable 
in cash on demand. 


As a matter of fact, a bank’s notes 
are the very first charge upon its 
assets — that is to say in case of 
trouble a bank’s notes have to be 
paid off before a single cent can be, 
‘paid on any. deposits or on any. other 
debts owed: by a bank. ny make’ 
doubly sure of this t 
‘in - ‘the hands of t ! Dominion 
‘Minister of Finance, known as\‘‘The, 
‘Bank Circulation Redemption Fund.” 


‘ This is money paid in by each of thie 
banks to the Minister of :Finance: at | 
‘Ottawa, amounting to five per cent on { 
the average. amount of Charter

When you multiply that tiousand- 
dollar borrowing of mine, my use of 
the money and my profit, time after 
time, you see what is happening con- 
tinuously, throughout the;year in the‘ 
‘business “world: and you'see that the 
‘interest is notjany, strangling‘ charge 
as‘ has been’ esented to you.’ You 
pay rent,” and’ you' make a’ profit out 


of it — : wha’ r the nature of your 
business may: be. See SF yea? 


It is a scudnnone ‘revolving pro- 
cess — in which the dollar you use is 
‘not dead-weight debt at all, but pro- 
‘ductive : money...:‘There are times, 
however, ‘when some of it may be- 
‘come “temporarily dead-weight debt. 
To, villustrate, such a case, let us say 
that through’ drought or misfortune 
‘suffer, a loss for a season — say my 
‘deal’ ‘has not ,been. successful—and I 
lose a part, of my,; borrowed $1,000. 


In these cases, what I have lost docs 
for the time being become dead- 
weight debt. But with a better sea- 
‘son and better prices and better busi- 
ness I'have a chance to recover my 
losses and repay. By farthe greater 
part of the dollars that are issued are 
not dead-weight debt as you have 
\been so often told; there is nothing 
sinister in the manner nor in the pur- 
pose of their issue, nor in the work 
that they do; they are, in fact, pro- 
ductive money, constantly adding t) 
goods and services and increasing the 
world’s store of new wealth. 


~ That is all there is to bank money. 
(Bank loans are really constructive 
'and productive; and the deep, dark 
hocus: pocus with which critics seck 
to surround it is recoenized, by fol':s 
of practical experience, as simply 
transparent nonsense. 

Since we started broadcasting on 
behalf of Canada’s Chartered Banks

We can; go on converting borrow- 
ers’ assets ‘into spendable form, i.e., 
making ‘loans,‘only if the depositing 
public, are willing to entrust their 
funds 'to.us. It is the confidence of 
the people in banks and their willing- 
ness to leave their money on deposit 
that enables a bank to lend money; 
and serve the community. 

How, therefore, can it be said that 
we have usurped the right to mone- 
tize credit? As we have shown, it is 
the individual who in the first place 
possesses the credit; he asks the bank 
to convert that credit into money he 
can spend. The bank only does it on 
his request. 

Now I have an announcement to 
make. This is the last of our broad- 
casts, at least for the time being. In 
one of our broadcasts we said that 
some of your Alberta branch bank 
Managers might be heard in this 
series. Instead, I incorporated in my 
talks with you, much material which 
came to me direct from them. 


We told you in starting our talks 
that we would be non-political and 
non-controversial and would state to 
you nothing but the unvarnished 


facts about Canada’s Chartered 
Banks and the work they do. This 
is exactly what we have done. 
There is no mystery about ° Ca- 
nadian banking, other than the 
mystery created by critics who are 
not well informed.

Is LIBERTY 
SIGNED AWAY? 


(rom the Vancouver Province) 

Fifty members of the Alberta 
Legislature are reported to have 
signed a pledge to the effect that 
they will give unquestioned allegi- 
ance to the Social Credit Board and 
its experts. By this act, it would ap- 
pear, the devoted fifty have sur- 
rendered their functions as legtsla- 
tors. Henceforward they are Yes- 
men,. bondimen, slaves of an idea, 
rubber stamps. They will not legi- 
slate. They will merely speak and 
vote. A robot with a gramophone in 
its throat and a marked ballot in 
its hand. would serve the purpose as 
‘well as any of them. 

The system employed in Alberta 
may be effective .for getting things 
done. So is the system of dictators. 
But, like the system of the dicta- 
tors, the Alberta plan is the nega- 
tion of representative government. 


When a citizen of a Canadian pro- 
vinee votes, for a man to represent 
him'‘in the Legislature, he votes for 
someone’ who will go to the Legisla- 
ture. in. his place and do the things 
he would have done were it possible 
for him to go there himself. In the 
days of the old Saxon moots or coun- 
cils, each freeman was his own re- 
presentative. He attended in person, 
speaking his mind and shouting his 
“Yea” or “Nay”. It was the same in 
the old Greek city states. It was 
the same, in much later times, in the 
town meeting of the American colon- 
ies. 

The modern legislatures, in which 
representatives sit, are a develop- 
ment of the old councils in which the 
citizen took a personal part in gov- 
ernment. The citizen never dreamed 
of tying himself up by a pledge of 
allegiatite_to any board or person or 
idea:, He was a freeman and he 
prized his liberty of action much too 
highly to sign it away. 

The representative in a Legisla- 
ture, if he is’ to be an effective and 
useful representative, must also 
maintain his freedom of action. He 
may have promised things before he 
was elected and is right to respect 
'his promises. He may regard him- 
self as under a mandate. But prom- 
ise and mandate will be in general 
terms. They will not govern the 
details of the representative's con- 
duct, and they will condition but @ 
emall part of his activities. 

Numerous and various questions 
must arise in any Legislature on 
which the representative hus not 
made any promises. He should be in 
a position to deal with these ques- 
tions on their merits. The people who 
elect him expect him to do that. In- 
deed, that is the sole reason for 
electing him. If, for any reason, 4 
representative divests himself of his 
‘freedom of action, his usefulness to 
those who chose him is gone.

ACCIDENT 
RESPONSIBILITY 


It is not always the young, inex- 
perienced driver who is responsible 
for motor car accidents. A recent 
study by safety exiperts seems to 
indicate that ‘nearly three-quarters 
of all highway accidents are due to 
carelessness by drivers who have 
had eight years or more of experi- 
ence and have never been in an acci- 
dent before. They got careless be- 
cause of a false sense of security. 


Anyone who was. driving a car 
eight. years ' ago, when “modern, 
smooth roads were fewer and only 
daredevils pushed their speed above 
40 miles an hour, often: fails to rea- 
lize the danger in high speeds on 
perfect roads, He experiences none 
of the discomforts which a 60-mile 
speed ‘would have caused in his 
earlier motoring days, so he often 
does not realize how much faster he 
he is going—and the other fellow, 
too—and how much greater the need 
for caution. The very perfection of 
car and roadbed lulls him into a 
false sense of security. 

A blowout at 60 miles am hour is 
not only more likely to occur than 
at a lower speed, but it is many 
times more serious in its conse- 
quences. Speeding around a blind 
curve is one of thé commonest caus 
es of automobile accidents. It is hard 
to realize that if there is the 
slightest obstruction ahead the dri- 
ver has not time enough to stop. 

Those are some of the reasons why 
experienced motorists are no safer 
drivers than those just past the be- 
ginner stage, unless they recognize 
the fact that every new device to 
make motoring easier puts <2 new 
burden of responsibility on the dri- 
ver.

J. PIERPONT MORGAN 


They Came After Him With Guns and T.N.T. 
—But He Still Raises Easter Lilies 


Who is the most powerful man 


in the world today? Mussolini? 


‘Stalin? Hitler? That, of course, is’ 


a matter of opinion. But one thing 
is certain. The most powerful man 
jn the world of finance is J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, Dictator of ‘Wall 
(Street, High Mogul of the World 
jof Stocks and Bonds. 
_ Yet as a person, he is almost 
totally unknown. It would hardly 
be an exaggeration to call him a man 
iof mystery. He shuns publicity, and 
his hatred of photographers amounts 
jto a phobia. 

When angered, he is blunt to the 
point of indiscretion. In fact, he is 


iso. outspoken he has been called 
{‘the most undiplomatic man in 
jAmerica.” 

Six feet tall, with two hundred 


pounds of dauntless physical cour- 
jage, he is utterly without fear. For 
example one day a maniac forced 
his way into Morgan’s_ house, 
whipped out a gun and threatened 
to shoot. Morgan might have 
idodged through a nearby door, but 
|he didn’t. Instead, he walked 
istraight toward the gleaming pistol. 
- |Instantly there was the crack of an 
‘explosion. Morgan staggered. The 
jbullet had plowed into his abdomen. 
|He staggered, but he kept on com- 
ing. He leaped upon thé madman, 
iwrenched the pistol from his hand. 
hen Morgan collapsed and fell to 
lthe floor unconscious. He 
‘rushed away to a hospital. Death 
ihad missed him by a fraction of an 
jinch. 
' Nowadays, it is almost impossible 
for an ordinary mortal to approach 
‘the ‘mighty King of Gold in his 
office at 23 Wall Street—that low, 
squat citadel of high finance which 
is known simply as “The Corner.” 
The sight-seeing guides never fail to 
point out:to tourists the scars on 
the face of that building—sole re- 
minder today of that*“hideous dis- 
aster of 1916 that wiped out the 
lives of forty people imjued two 


was, 


hundred more and destroyed two 
millon dollars’ worth of property. 

It happened precisely at one min- 
ute past noon. Happy, carefree 
crowds were pouring out of a thou- 
sand offices and no one paid any at- 
tention to a decrepit old horse and 
wagon that stood opposite the Mor- 
gan citadel. 

Suddenly there was a_ blinding 
sheet of saffron-green light. Then a 
blast —a_ terrific explosion — that 
rocked the mighty skyscrapers on 
their very foundations. A bomb 
had burst,—a bomb loaded with a 
hundred pounds of T.N.T. A hail ot 
deadly shrapnel swept the street. 

A thousand windows were splin- 
tered to bits, a storm of broken 
glass roared down to the pavement. 
Awnings twelve stories above the 
earth suddenly burst into flame. 

Men maimed, bleeding, and dying 
ran shrieking through the street, 
only to fall headlong in death. 

The sirens of fire engines and the 
screaming of ambulances added to 
the bedlam of panic and fear. 

And when the chaos was cleared 
away, all that remained of the horse 
and wagon that had ‘brought the 
bomb was a bit of a wheel, two 
horseshoes, and a few nuts and bolts. 

But Morgan, at whom all this was 
aimed, ‘was in Europe at the time. 
He determined to capture them no 
matter what the cost. 

A reward of fifty. thousand dollars 
was offered. The New York police, 
Federal agents, Secret Service men, 
private detectives, started one of the 
biggest man-hunts in history. The 
search led all over the earth. De- 
parting ships were watched—and so 
were the ,Canadian and Mexican 
borders. The underworld of New 
York and Chieago and a dozen 
other cities ,;were combed for clues. 
A king’s ransom was spent in the 
search; but it ended in futility. A 
score of years have passed since 
then—and the mystery still remains 
a mY, 


Two armed detectives now keep 
constant vigil in front of the Mor- 
gan offices; and the roof of his low 
building is covered with heavy iron 
screening to protect it from boinbs 
which might be hurled from neigh- 
boring skyscrapers. . 

In the inner sanctum of that solid, 
unostentatious building stretch two 
rows of desks, one behind the other, 
like seats in a school-room. At these 
desks work the eighteen Morgan 
partners—and at the very back of 
them all, like a schoolmaster super- 
vising a class at examination time, 
sits Morgan, the head of the firm. 

No other private banking house in 
the history of the world has played 
so important a role in the feverish 
affairs of nations. Not even the 
Medicis of Florence or the Roths- 
childs of Europe have enjoyed such 
far-flung prestige. The Rothschild 
saved Europe from Napoleon; but 
Morgan, more than any other single 
financial force, made the Allies vic- 
torious in the bloodiest war this 
troubled earth has ever known. 

J. P. Morgan 1s as much at home 
in the pea-soup fog of London as he 
is in the roar and soot of New York. 
For years, while his father was liv- 
ing, he was head of the .English 
branch of Morgan & Co., and when 
he came back to Wall Street, he in+ 
troduced the English custom of hav~ 
ing tea in the afternoon. 

He is one of the greatest pillars of 
the Episcopal Church in America, 
yet he corresponds regularly with 
Pope Pius XI in Rome. And when 
he visits the Vatican, he and the 
Pope sit for hours discussing—what 
do you suppose?—rare manuscripts 
written in Coptic, the medieval lan- 
guage of Egypt. 

Mr. Morgan's private library 
houses many illuminated) manu- 
scripts written by the old monks 
five hundred years before Columbus 
discovered America., He has price- 
less folios of Shakespeare and a copy 
of the Gutenberg Bible. That one 
book alone is probably worth a fifth 
of a million dollars. 

J. P. Morgan is famous for his 
knowledge of Shakespeare and tthe 
Bible; yet he dearly loves to settle 
down to a good detective story even 
as you and I. 

He adored his wife, and since her 
death in 1925, he has kept her room 
exactly as she left it. She succumbed 
to that mysterious disease knuwn as 
sleeping sickness, and all of Mor- 
gans millions were powerless to 
save the woman he loved. 

Extremely fond of flowers, she be- 
longed to a garden club which re- 
quifed its members to cultivate a 
garden with their own hands. And 
even today, J. P, Morgan--one of 
the world’s richest men—puts on his 
overalls and hoes the weeds and ties 
up the vines in the garden which 
once belonged to his wife.

CONSTIPATION 


Constitpation has interested healers both amateur and_ professional 
from the earliest days: the complaint is so common, its relief so surely 
a cause for gratitude. : 


All kinds of dread evils have been attributed to it. Autointoxication 


| has an ominous sound and those who want to frighten us with this par- 


ticular bogy spin a specious yarn. The headache and languor that sa 
often result from constipation seem to support the theory. But the fact 


[that a bowel movement will relieve these symptoms long before the sup- 
| posed poisons have had time to be eliminated and the further fact that all 


the unpleasant symptoms of constipation can be promptly induced by 
stuffing the lower bowel with sterile cotton lead scientists to the con- 
clusion that a nervous reflex from the distended colon, not the absorptioa 
of poisons, is the cause of the symptoms. 

The use of an enema to relieve constipation has been condemned by 
some specialists as irritating. No doubt a soap and water enema can 
irritating and is a stupid procedure known only to the Anglo-Saxon race 
and due perhaps to.their mistranslation of the French word lavement! 
Plain water is less irritating. Saline solution made in imitation of na- 
ture’s tears (which never irritate the eyes) is not irritating at all. It is 
made by adding a teaspoonful of common salt to a pint of water. 

The need for enemas can usually be avoided by cultivating regulas 
habits of elimination. There is a natural tendency for the bowel to be 
moved after food has been taken and therefore the most favorable time 
for a regular bowel movement is after one of the regular meals.
